TAX

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept IS.— 
It Is estimated that the state's revenue 
from tho business corporation tax this 
year will show a very material in- 
crease over the figure for 1910, which 
was $5,740,352.67. Tho rate upon which 
the tax is computed is to be $19.47 this 
year, tho highest in the history of the 
commonwealth, and there is an even 
more important contributing factor in 
the fact that on the first of April of 
this year the stock of most of the in- 
dustrial corporations in this state was 
quoted at a figure higher than in 1913. 


This will prove exceedingly pleasant 
news for the cities and towns where 
industrial plants are located, because 
under the new law each city and town 
receives the tax paid by each corpora- 
tion within its borders, except such 
proportion as is represented by shares 
of stock owned outside of the com- 
monwealth. Last year the state turned 
over to the cities and towns $4,6o4,- 
515.56 from the proceeds of this tax, 
and this year it is hoped that another 
million may be added to this figure. 
The business corporation tax, or the 
corporate franchise tax, as it is some- 
times called, Involves a considerable 
amount of "figuring" on the part of 
the tax commissioner and his assist- 
ants. 
First the commissioner ascer- 
tains from any available source, the 
fair market value of the stock of each 
Massachusetts 
business 
corporation, 
and then determines the aggregate 
value of all its 
outstanding 
stock. 
From the amount thus obtained, he 
deducts 
tho 
assessed 
value of any 
real estate or machinery upon which 
the corporation has been taxed locally. 
The remainder is deemed to be the 
"corporate excess," and is the amount 
upon which the corporation tax is ng- 


Developing tho rate for this tax !s 
a mathematical computation involving 
numbers of a size whieh would frignt- 
en most arithmeticians, but with his 
computing machines tho commissioner 
makes it a fairly simple matter. He 
computes the total assessed valuation 
of the commonwealth for each of the 
three preceding years, and also tho 
aggregate amount raised by taxation 
in all the cities and towns of the com- 
monwealth. For each year he .deter- 
mines tho rate which would have been 
necessary, on the 
aggregate valua- 
tion, to raise the amount of revenue 
which the many local tax rates yield- 
ed; these three rates he averages, and 
the result is the rate for the corporate 
franchise tax. 
As stated above, this years rate or 


S 19.47 is the highest in the history of 
the 
commonwealth, 
exceeding 
last 
year's figure by 33 cents. In fact, each 
if tho last three years has established 
a new record, but there la some en- 
couragement (for the stockholders) in 
the fact that the increase this year is 
iot as great as it was in the two pre- 
*eding years. 
In 1912 the rate reached the unpre- 
cedented figure of $17.97. but in the 
following year it dropped off five cents, 
'n 1314, however, there was a 17-cent 
ncrease to $18.09; in 1915 it jumped 
o $18.55. and last year there was an- 
ther Jump to $19.14. When the tax 
was first imposed, in 1864, the rate was 
si6.66, and the lowest it has ever been 
as 512.54 in 1878.

Dear Sir: 
The proposed encampment of thou- 
sands of our 
young 
soldiers in the 
neighboring town of 
Ayer, and the 
presence on the streets of Lowell, last 
Saturday evening of hundreds of uni- 
formed men, who already e.re stationed 
at the cantonments, should 
forcibly 


remind ovory good citizen of Lowell 
of tho grave responsibility that now 
rests upon our city. Tho city of Low- 
el! is the largest community within 
easy-reaching distance of the, caotoa- 
m<jnts and offers greater Inducements 
for pleasure and recreation than any 
other neighboring city or town. 
Con- 
sequently It is to be expected that a 
greator number of soldiers ^when on 
leave of absence will come to Lowell 
than -will go to the neighboring: com- 
mThoUstrong authority of military dis- 
cipline protects tho health of the sol- 
dier while In active military service in 
camp. But to tho civil and social In- 
fluence of the surrounding communities 
is committed the care of his health 
and Ills morals when he Is on leave of 
absence for an hour or a day. 11 there- 
fore becomes the duty of the city of 
Lowell to see to it that these visiting 
spldiers find only amusement and rec- 
reation of a proper character while 
they are our guests. 
It is a deplorable fact that a host 
of evil influences in the form of con- 
fidence' men, gamblers, 
illicit liquor- 
sellers, and more pernicious than any 
of the others, dissolute women, follow 
the encampments and seek to estab- 
lish themselves as close to the soldiers 
as possible. 
Each day, since the 
OB- 
tablishment of the 
cantonments at 
Ayer, secret service men and employes 
of the department of justice have driv- 
en these evil influences away from that 
town upon their arrival and subsequent 
discovery. 
In driving them 
out of 
Ayer, the government officials merely 
foist them upon some 
nearby com- 
munity, and hence the necessity of tne 
maintenance of a strict watc-h for such 
characters in our city. 
In addition to the strict enforcement 
of the liquor law, I would therefore, 
recommend for your serious

eration and action the following:

Calling upon real estate owners to 
exercise careful discrimination in rent- 
ing their property to strai.gors and 
causing them to realize their respon- 
sibility for the conduct of tenants and 
frequenters.

streets at unreasonable hours; and their 
immediate arrest for disorderly con- 
duct. 
Directing the police to watch any 
questionable 
places, 
to 
investigate 
promptly any complaints that may be 
made and In fact to conserve thehtalth 
of tfce -young men who come here by 
removing the allurements of intemper- 
ance, gambling and immorality. 
Tho eyes of the country are upon the 
different cantonments and the com- 
munities adjacent to them. The great 
industrial city of Lowell looms up 
most prominently in connection with 
the cantonments at Ayer. 
The city 
of Lowell bears a fair name, of whi'.h 
every good citizen is proud. 
Let us 
leave no effort untried to maintain the 
excellent reputation of our city at tnis 
time. 
1 am confident that the public 
will appreciate its responsibility, and 
its duty, and will co-operate with our 
police department in keeping Lowell 
free from the baneful Influences that 
would prey upon the morals and tile 
aealth of our soldiers.

a man at the time of his enlistment 
the bill would prevent

"I do," 
retorted the inspector. 


Officer Timothy Dwyer who also tes- 


tified, agreed to produce his notes and 
when he did so it was found by Com- 
missioner'Boulger that tho notes were 
not in keeping with the allegations 
made in the complaints. Officer Dwyer 
admitted to counsel for the defense 
that he had made a few "slips" in his 
notes. 
• 
With the refusal of Inspector Palmer 


to produce his notes, Chairman Boul- 
ger suspended the hearing until the 
matter could be brought to the atten- 
tion of the mayor as head of the po- 
lice department. 
TJie Hearing 


There were several counts against the 


respondent reading in part as follows: 
That on Saturday, August 4, 1917, Mar- 
tin J. Hart, did deliver intoxicating 
liquor to two intoxicated men, whose 
names are to your informant unknown. 
That on August 19, 1917, the licensee 
or a clerk delivered intoxicating- liquor 
to two intoxicated men. 
That on Sunday. August 26, 1917, 34 
men sat at the table down stairs, drink- 
ing; some had an egg, others had tne 
shell ot an egg—two had a corn cob. 
That on Monday, Sept. 3, 1917, Labor 
day, 96 men in dining rooms up and 
down.stairs. Most of them had an egg, 
or the shell of one on their plate. All 
were drinking. 
' _ .„._ ,, 
That on Monday, Sept. 3, 1917, 44 men 
•were at tables down stairs, and 34 at 
tables upstairs; the time, 9:4o p. m. 
One man who was drinking a 'bottle of 
ale was drunk, and was between two 
other men who appeared to be with 
him; all had plate and bottle of beer. 
The man who was drunk was arrested 
at the foot of the stairs on Dutton 
street side of hotel, and sent to the po- 
lice station. 
The complaint was made by Supt. 
Redmond Welch of the police depart- 
ment on records produced by Liquor In- 
spectors George B. Palmer ard Timothy 
J. Dwyer of the liquor squad. 
The hearing was scheduled to taiv? 
place yesterday morning fit 10 o'clock, 
but by request of counsel for the de- 
fense'it was postponed until yesteniay 
afternoon. 
The hearing 
was 
opened at 2.1o 


o'clock. 
The first witness called was Inspec- 
tor George B. Palmer of the liquor 
squad. He said that the above report 
read by the clerk of the license com- 
mission was substantially all he had 
to eay. 
On 
cross-examination, 
Inspector 
Palmer said he had no conversation 
with the intoxicated persons ho saw 
at the hotel on Aug. 4. He admitted 
that he knew they were drunk before 
they entered tho place, but made no 
attempt 
to stop them. - They wore 
served just as, witness and Inspector 
Dwyer entered the place. Witness said 
that he could have notified Mr. Hart 
that the men in question were intoxi- 
cated. 
He did not arrest the man; 
didn't see fit to do so; ho used his own 
judgment. Ho hadn't made up his mind 
at tho time to make any complaint 
against the hotel. 
Witness was examined at consider- 
able length as to the time he made 
the memoranda relative to what he 
saw at the hotel: 
Inspector Palmer 
did not think it essential to arrest the 
men after they had been served drink. 
He had a conversation with Mr. Hart 
and said that the place had been closed 
for 17 days and did not want to close 
it up again. Witness said that he cau- 
tioned Mr. Hart to be more careful in 
the future and the latter said he would 
do so. 
Witness testified to seeing two In- 
toxicated persons served on August 19. 
Ho also testified relative to seeing 34 
men in the place on Sunday, Aug. 26. 
He saw no drunkenness there. He said 
some had eggs and others had egg 
shells in front of them.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
IS.—German 


plotted to stir up an insurrection in 
the Philippine Islands, and her vice 
consul at Cebu, Conrad Andre, told tin 
natives they could have all the whin 
women of Cebu. This information cov 
erlng a plot hatched last April. 01 
near that time, was obtained from of. 
flclal sources yesterday. 


Andre was arrested and taken to 
Manila, where a mob threatened vio- 
lence. 
He was interned there for a 
time, hut later the authorities 3>er- 
mltted him to go tree, but under close 
(surveillance. 
Andre's plotting had been suspected 
a Jong: time. It was noticed that a 
group of Filipinos frequented his omce 
and that in addition there were a num- 
ber of suspicious Germans. Documen- 
tary evidence of his machinations were 
available later, after he 
had 
gone 
aboard an American ship so that '.he 
British and Japanese warships olf the 
Islands could not have a chance to ex- 
amine his trunk. 
The trunk is said 
to have contained papers which, pho- 
tographed secretly, showed that Andre 
was plotting for his government. 
Besides plotting to cause an insur- 
rection, Andre was under suspicion of 
having tried to establish a submarine 
base in an obscure section of the isl- 
ands. The suspicion was strengthened 
when a ship was overhauled containing; 
an impromptu machine shop, full uf 
supplies. 
A.ndre was active in furthering Ger- 
man interests in Cebu. Poilo and oth- 
er islands. 
As the youngest and per- 
haps the most active of their consular 
forces in the islands, he was regarded 
as a pleasant voung man and luul a 
good following among business inter- 
ests. 
He used his popularity to overcome 
the British banking interests hold on 
the business of the islands. 
He ex- 
pended credit liberally, in his capacity 
as agent for the North German Lloyd 
Steamship company and a big German 
mercantile firm.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Sept. IS.— 


It is estimateH that the state's rovonue 
from the business corporation tax this 
year will show a very material in- 
crease over the figure for 191C, which 
was {5,740,352.67. The rato upon which 
th'e tax is computed is to be ?19.47 this 
year, the highest in the history of tho ; 
commonwealth, and there is an even | 
more important contributing factor in 
the fact that on the first of April of j 
this year tho stock of most o£ the in- 
dustrial corporations in this state was 
quoted at a figure higher than in 1915. 


This will prove exceedingly pleasant 
news for the cities and towns where 
industrial plants are located, because 
under the new law each city and town 
receives the tax paid by each corpora- 
tion within its borders, except such 
proportion as is represented by shares 
of stock owned outside of the com- 
monwealth. Last year the state turned 
over to the cities and towns $4,6u4,- 
515.56 from the proceeds of this tax, 
nd this year it Is hoped that another 
lilllon may be added to this figure. 
The business corporation tax, or tne 
corporate franchise tax, as it is some- 
times called, involves a considerable 
amount of "figuring" on the part of 
tho tax commissioner and his assist- 
ants. 
First the commissioner ascer- 
tains from any available source, the 
fair market value of the stock of each 
Massachusetts 
business 
corporation, 
and then determines the aggregate 
value of all its 
outstanding 
stock. 
From 
the amount thus obtained, he 
deducts 
tho 
assessed 
value of any 
real estate or machinery upon which 
the corporation has been taxed locally. 
The remainder is deemed to be the 
"corporate excess," and is the amount 
upon which the corporation tax is ng- 


De'veloping the rate for this tax Is 
a mathematical computation involving 
numbers of a size which would fright- 
en most arithmeticians, but with his 
computing machines the commissioner 
makes it a fairly simple matter. He 
mputes the total assessed valuation 


of the commonwealth for each of the 
three preceding years, and also the 
aggregate amount raised by taxation 
in all the cities and towns of the com- 
monwealth. For each year ho deter- 
mines the rato which would have been 
necessary, on 
tho aggregate valua- 


tion, to raise the amount of revenue 
which the many local tax rates yield- 
ed; these three rates he averages, and 
the result is the rato for the corporate 
franchise tax. 
. 
As stated above, this year s rate 01 


$19.47 is the highest in the history of 
tho 
commonwealth, exceeding 
last 
year's figure by 33 cents 
In fact each 


of the last three years has established 
a new record, but there Is some en- 
couragement (for the stockholders) in 
the fact that the increase this year Is 
not as great as it was in the two pre- 


Ceiii"f912athe rate reached the unpre- 
cedented figure of $17.97, but In the 
following year it dropped off five ce.nts. 
In 1914, however, there -was a 17-cent 
increase to 518.09; In 1915 it jumped 
to SI8.55. and .'ast year there was an- 
other Jump to $19.14.

was first imposed, in 1864; the rate was 
$16.66, and the lowest it has ever been

Dear Sir: 
The proposed encampment of thou- 


sands of our 
young 
soldiers in the 
neighboring town of 
Ayer, and the 
presence on the streets of Lowell, last 
Saturday evening of hundreds of uni- 
formed men, who already are stationed 
at the cantonments, should 
forcibly 


remind . every good citizen of Lowell 
of the s«-av) responsibility, that now 
rests upon our city. The city of Low- 
ell is tho largest community within 
easy-reach\g# distance ol tne eanton- 
rnents and offers greater- Inducements 
for pleasure and recreation than any 
other neighboring city or town. Con- 
sequently it !s to be expected that a 
greater number of soldiers when on 
leave of absence will come to Lowell 
than will go to the neighboring com- 
mThe strong authority of military dis- 
cipline protects the health ot the sol- 
dier while in active military service in 
camp. 
But to the civil and social in- 
fluence of tho surrounding communities 
is committed the care of his health 
and his morals when he is on leave of 
absence for an hour or a day. It [here- 
fore becomes tho duty of tho city of 
Lowell to see to it that these visiting 
soldiers find only amusement and rec- 
reation of a proper character while 
they are our guests. 
It is a deplorable fact that a, host 


of evil influences in the form of con- 
fidence men, gamblers, illicit liquor- 
sellers, and more pernicious than any 
of the others, dissolute women, follow 
the encampments and seek to estab- 
lish themselves as close to the soldiers 
as possible. 
Each day, since the es- 
tablishment of the 
cantonments at 


Ayer, secret service men and employes 
of the department of justice have driv- 
en these evil Influences away from that 
town upon their arrival and subsequent 
discovery. 
In driving them 
out of 
Ayer, the government officials merely 
foist them upon some 
nearby com- 


munity, and hence the necessity of tne 
maintenance of a strict watch for such 
characters in our city. 
In addition to the strict enforcement 
of the liquor law, I would therefore, 
recommend for your serious consid- 
eration and action the following: 
Notification of hotels 
and 
lodging 
houses that no irregularities will be 
tolerated. 
Calling upon real estate owners to 
exercise careful discrimination in rent- 
Ing their property to strar.gers and 
causing them to realize their respon- 
sibility for the conduct of tenants and 
frequenters. 
Warning all women of a 
suspicious 
character 
found 
on 
the 
streets at unreasonable hours; and their 
immediato arrest for disorderly con- 
duct. 
Directing the police to watch any 
questionable 
places, 
to 
investigate 
promptly any complaints that may be 
made and in fact to conserve the health 
of tho young men who come here by 
removing the allurements of intemper- 
ance, gambling and immorality. 
Tho eyes of the country are upon the 


different cantonments and the com- 
munities adjacent to them. The great 
Industrial 
city of Lowell looms up 
most prominently in connection with 
the cantonments at Ayer. 
The city 
of Lowell bears a fair name, of whif.h 
every good citizen is proud. Let us 
leave no effort untried to maintain the 
excellent reputation of our city at tnis 
time. 
I am confident, that the public- 
will appreciate its responsibility, and 
Us duty, and will co-operate with our 
police department 
in keeping Lowell 


free from the baneful influences that 
would prey upon the morals and the 
health of our soldiers.'

WASHINGTON, Sept. IS.— Legislation 


to protect the civil and property rights 
of soldiers, In effect a moratorium for 
the duration of the 'war on behalf of 
men who are serving their country on 
the firing line, mayj'bo placed on the 
administration's program for this ses- 
sion of congress as a necessary ele- 
ment of the raising of a citizen army. 


The "soldiers' and sailors' civil rights 


bill" to carry out th's purpose already 
has been 
Introduced 
In both houses, 
having been framed in the olllco of 
Judge Advocate-General Crowder. Sec- 
retary Baker, it was learned yesterday, 
has under consideration recommenda- 
tions that the entire weight of admin- 
istration influence be brought to bear 
to obtain enactment of the measure. 
To save soldiers and sailors from all 
kinds of legal injustices during their 
absence from home, the measure would 
enjoin 
the 
carrying 
out of certain 
civil court actions until after the close 
of the war, and establish as a legal ex- 
cuse for failure to carry out certain 
contracts, the fact that a man is in the 
military service. 
It is proposed that creditors' suits 
against officers or men may be held uu 
and judgment by default denied, 
the 
framers of the bill rccogniztns that 
a man In tho army or navy would have 
no opportunity to make his defence in 
erson or to arrange for 
its proper 
earing through counsel. 
If 
such a judgment rested against 
a man at the time of his enlistment, 
tho bill would prevent its execution 
through the sale of his property during 
Ills absence. It would set aside the sta- 
tute of limitations, so that uebL owed 
to a soldier might not be outlawed in 
hlB absence; it would prevent the ev- 
iction of his family while hi was away 
1C they failed to pay the rent; it would 
protect his equity in any real estate 
or other purchase contract in which he 
might have been engaged at the time he 
went Into the army; it would piotect 
him against the ordinary results of de- 
faulted payments on business mortgages 
and keep him from being sold out in 
his absence; it would Insure any rights 
he might have to public lands, although

Among those on the program for ad- 
dresses were Secretary ol War Baker, 
Secretary of the Interior Lauo, Frank 
A. A. Scott, chairman of the war. in- 
dustries board; Goorffa M. Reynolds of 
Chicago and Boris Bakhmetleff, 
tho 
Tiussian ambassador. 
PrcKident RIietl'M Addrcsn 


President Rhett In his address said: 
"Business has been groping in the 
dark: because it finds the very foun- 
dations 'Of commerce have been up- 
tbrnecl. 
Demand and supply can no 
longer be permitted to control prices, 
because the extraordinary demands of 
the government have completely un * 
balanced the scales. 
Something else 
must be found to take its place for 
the time bein^. 
The government is 
now searching- for that something. 
"The 
president has well said that 
this war is not a battle of armies but 
conflict of nations in which every 
national resource must be called into 
play. 
"Let me emphasize the primary and 
paramount purpose of this convention. 
Our countrymen want to- know 
j'.i&t 
how the business men feel about this 
war. 
Our allies, likewise want 
to 
know. 
"Can we permit German autocracy 
and militarism to remain as a con- 
stant menace to that liberty—a con- 
stant danger to the peace and trail- 
quality of the world? 
Can theft be 
any compromise with this question 
now that millions of men have died 
to make it impossible? Men may cry 
'peace, peace,' but there can he no 
peace so long as 'kultur,' under auto- 
cratic interpretation and direction re- 
mains a vital force in the wurld—so 
long as any #reat and aggressive na- 
tion of 'men are made to believe they 
possess a. superiority which nntitles 
them to subject others to their will, 
and their self-constituted rulers are 
permitted perpetually to plot and plan 
to that purpose. 
"There" may be some who care not 
what may happen to future genera- 
tions If this generation be permitted 
to live in 'peace, nor how humiliating 
the peace under which they live; but 
thank God in this splendid democracy 
of ours, they can constitute a very 
small minority and In the ranks of 
'business their number is negligible. 
Let us make this number Inflnltebli- 
mal by such united action that every 
impulse to selfish or sordid action may 
be suppressed and a great wave of en- 
thusiasm may move us on to such 
achievement in service and in sacrifice 
;is shall constitute a compelling influ- 
ence for 
R, speedy conclusion of this 
war—a conclusion that will bring us a 
real peace." 
Business men asking their duty to 
the nation in war were told by Secre- 
tary Lane to change the word "duty" 
to "opportunity" and seek the 'answer 
from the khaki-clad 
American boys 
who are crossing1 the ocean. "We have 
come upon a new day and a new phil- 
osophy," he said. 
"We are to judge 
men hence forward not by what they 
have, but by what they give." 
The secretary declared that the Uni- 
ted. States, having determined to dfighl 
Germany's efforts to master the world 
"with high explosives 
and 
low in- 
trig-ue" was making 1 full steam ahead. 
"If anyone doubts that," he added, 
"let him look at the record of con- 
gress, which has come in for so much 
of derision and reproach. T presume to 
say that no other parliamentary body 
in so short a time ever passed so groat 
a volume of well considered and pro- 
phctic legislation as has our present 
contrress in the past few months, 
"We of America, it is conceded, know 
how to make jnoney and we will prove 
that we know how to make war, whole- 
hearted, resolute -war; war that means 
organization, machinery, science, wnr 
that moans men by the million nnd 
money by the billion, war that means 
heart-breakings, mined hopes, a little 
glory perhaps, a certain self-respect, a 
world that m^n can grow in. 


"AVe shall make war in earnest, for 
we know that if Germany wins the 
world will turn aside from the .system 
of law and liberty which we know 
and exalt that military caste and sys- 
tem which is the historic enemy of 


personal liberty. 
We make war 
In 
France that we may not be compelled 
to do battle" here. 
Let Germany hit 
Canada or Mexico o:1 oven Cuba and 
wo would go to our daily work llk« 
the Pilgrim Fathers, with »our suns in 
our hands. 
"This is In truth most-distinctively 
our war for we claim proudly that wo 
gave the impulse to 
Kuropo 
which 
turned 'Its face toward democracy and 
for that reason in fighting with France, 
England, Italy and Russia, we fight for 
those who follow in tho way we hid, 
true children of the American concep- 
tion of government as a servant, not a 
master."
